Lay 
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Wisconsin's Tax Sharing System 


A subcommittee of the governor's so- 


called Blue Ribbon Commission on Tax Re- 
vision has recommended a complicated 
system of state collected taxes among 
the various communities. The subcom- 
mittee charged with the task of work- 
ing out an acceptable formula had before 
it some 19 different proposals from which 
it selected one. The formula chosen would, 
if adopted, return money collected by the 
state to the 1.828 cities, towns and villages 
of Wisconsin on the basis of a for- 
mula which is intended to result in 
over three-quarters of the municipalities 
enjoying tax rates between $17.50 to §25.00 
per thousand of assessed valuation. Last 
year there were only 39 per cent of the 
municipalities in this middle group. 


The committee proposes that all per- 


sonal property tax on farm animals and 
merchants* and manufacturers' stock be 
abolished. This would cost the localities 
about S55.3 million which is to be replaced 
by a similar amount collected by the state 
through some other means. It is proposed 
that the cost of all public assistance be as- 
sumed by the state. This costs about S24.6 
million per year. Further it is proposed to 
spend about S22.1 million for the relief of 
general property taxpayers. To replace the 
money lost by the elimination of the per- 
sonal property tax and to pay the cost of 
public assistance it would be necessary' for 
the state to raise approximately $100.000,- 
000. The committee proposes that this be 
done through an increase in the state in- 
come tax. a sales tax, or a combination of 
the two. 


The state now collects about SI 15.2 mil- 


lion in utility and income taxes which it dis- 
tributes back to the communities in the 
form of shared taxes. This money and the 
additional sum to be raised by new taxes 
would be thrown into a pool of about $200,- 
000,000 which the state would redistribute 
to the communities. Half of this sum or 
approximately $100,000,000 would be re- 
turned to the communities on the basis of 
4O40-20 per cent. In this formula. 40 
per cent of the state payments would be 
based on the community's income, another 
40 per cent on its equalized valuation and 20 
per cent upon population. The other S100,- 
000.000 would be returned on the basis of 
the community's tax rate. 5 per cent on the 
first 15 mills, 10 per cent on the next 2.5 


The Marketing of Milk 


A new statistical report on the produc- 


tion and use of record volumes of milk out- 
put by Wisconsin farmers might well be 
dispatched to President-Elect John F. Ken- 
nedy by his Wisconsin farm advisor, Mr. 
Robert Lewis of Gov. Nelson's state capitol 
staff. 


It illustrates more clearly than any con- 


ceivable summary of the Wisconsin dairy- 
ing problem what the new administration 
of the Democrats in Washington can do for 
the Wisconsin farmer, if it is truly con- 
cerned about doing anything for him. 


Most of the huge Wisconsin milk pro- 


duction continues to go into manufacturing 
channels. Less than six billion pounds out 
of a total of nearly 18 billions goes into the 
fluid market.

ducer would prosper mightily. Manufac- 
tured mOk prices are lower.

The fluid market is 
artificially limited, through state-erected 
trade barriers, among other things. There

What About Algeria? 


This week the United Nations General 


Assembly takes up one of the most ex- 
plosive issues on its agenda — the prob- 
lem of the continuing war for independ- 
ence in Algeria. Despite French protests 
that this was a purely domestic issue and 
not subject to U.N. debate, a resolution by 
the Algerian nationalists again will be 
brought to a vote. 


A year ago the resolution had a plurali- 


ty but not anywhere near the required two- 
thirds majority for passage. The resolu- 
tion asks for a U.X. supervised plebiscite 
in Algeria so the residents can determine 
their own future. France's argument is that 
such 3. plebiscite would be as much out of 
order as it would be in Louisiana, for in- 
stance, if that state should decide that inte- 
gration is reason enough for another try at 
secession. 


The basic difficulties in determining 


•whether the resolution will be passed this 
year is that there are conflicts among 
members of the United Nations which seem 
impossible of compromise. On the one hand 
is allegiance to France, either because of 
the pleas for Western unity, NATO, or the 
French Community in Africa, and anti- 
communism. On the other are opinions on 
self-determinism, independence and anti- 
colonialism. The only group whose vote can 
be definitely predicted is the Soviet bloc 
which can piously claim anti-colonialism in 
Algeria no matter what it does in Hungary. 


When the resolution was introduced last 


year, it was only two months after Presi- 
dent Charles De Gaulle had offered his own 
plan for the solution of the Algerian revolt 
and many nations chose to give his program 
a chance. But, as this newspaper pointed 
out at the time, De Gaulle's plan had one 


mills, 20 per cent on the next 2.5 mills and 
50 per cent on the remaining full value levy 
in excess of 25 mills. 


It is easy to see that if such a for-

The equalization of tax revenue from the 
state would put them on a more or less 
even basis. 


Formulas worked out in theory do not 


always work out in practice. Although 
there are 
some advantages 
it may 


well be expected that there will be 
many disadvantages. Mayor Greene of 
Sturgeon Bay, who is a member of the 
subcommittee, opposes the plan on the 
ground that it would permit the state to un- 
derwrite waste and inefficiency in local gov- 
ernment. He says that governments which 
operate efficiently and which lower their 
property taxes would under this system 
receive less support than those communi- 
ties with high expenditures and high prop- 
erty taxes. This is. of course, disputed by 
the other members of the committee but 
most people will agree that there is always 
danger that community thrift and econo- 
my will go out the window under any 
scheme which gives the advantage of one 
community's thrift to another. 


The committee has worked out a very 


complicated and an extremely interesting 
proposal If hi fact this scheme has built-in 
safeguards against local extravagance it 
will be a great advantage to the state. 
On the other hand if Mayor Greene's fears 
should be realized the damage will be -a 
matter far outweighing any of the advant- 
ages mentioned, great as they may seem at 
this time. It is a matter deserving much 
more study and one which doubtless will be 
widely discussed in the legislature and 
around the state in the immediate future.

President-Elect Kennedy indicated dur- 


ing the campaign that he favored Algerian 
independence but the responsibility of the 
chief executive's office may modify his 
views. It would appear that France should 
have one more chance to solve the problem; 
De Gaulle has tried. The United States 
should not be afraid to say so. But negotia- 
tions between the French and the Algerians 
ought to start. The latter may be terrorists 
in part, but the French record has not 
been especially clean either, and continued 
war will make both sides worse.

present warranties despite the re- 
cent extension of parts guarantees 
by the U. S auto indi^try. Elec- 
trical Merchandising Week re- 
ports. 


The auto indu^tiVs new war- 


ranties average 12 months or 12.- 
000 miles on most parts. Previous 
•a-arranties averaged 90 days or 4,- 
000 miles. 


But appliance and TV-radio 


makers surveyed by the magazine 
agreed almost unanimously they 
have no plans to follow suit with 
extensions of their own. 


The biggest reason is vigorous 


opposition from dealers, who per- 
form most of the service tnider 
warranties and have most of the 
headaches. Dealers have consist- 
ently pressed for shorter warranty 
times. 


Parts warranties for home ap- 


pliances. TV sets and radios vary 
widely according to type of ap- 
pliance and price. But for a radio 
or TV set, the average •warranty 
is about one year on a tube and 90 
days for other parts. For a refrig- 
erator, warranties go up to five 
years on sealed compressor units.. 
and range from 90 days to one 
year on most other parts.
